BETHELACAuEMY CHARTER.
An Important Ii i 1 1 Passes the

Senate.
The Senate yesterday passed a. bill, of¬

fered by Senator Fairfax, to charter the
well known Bethel Military Academy, in
Fauquier county.
The charter is terse and a model one for

its purpose, both in substance and ex¬
pression. Free tuition is given to one

student from each Congressional District
in the State, and to one from each school
district in Fauquier county. The Board
of Directors is given the power to emljody
tbe Academy in the State militia, and it
is te> be the center of educational in-
lluence in Northern Virginia.
Bethel is one of the oldest educational

institutions in the Commonwealth; many
members of the Legislature having been
educateti there, as well as others who
aro prominent in national politics, in
business; and in the liberal professions
throughout the Union.
Colonel R. ?. Mclmyre, the present

superintendent, is registered at the Jef¬
ferson, and is receiving congratulations
from his friends in the city and from the
State. The Colonel is the author of seve¬

ral works on educational subjects, lie
is a man of vigorous and progressive
temperament, and Bethel, under the new

order, is full of promise for the future,
as it has been successful in the past.

How to Prevent Hazing.

Military Institute. Col. Thomas R. Mar¬

shal!, a former commandant of the cadets
said that the only way in Which it could
be broken up, in his judgment, was for
the faculty to .-ecure the sympathy and j
co-operation of the young men.

THE CONDITION OF
TRADE FAVORABLE

Price Irregularities No More Pro¬
nounced Than Usual.

CEREALS DULL AND LOWER.

Iron and Stool Have Been Rather
Quiet, Rut Steady.Finished. Pro¬
ducts "-'specially Structural Ma¬

terial, la in Activo Inquiry.

(By Associated Press.)
NEW YORK, Feb. 8..Bradstreets to¬

morrow will say:
Trade developments this week, aside

from those connected with rumors of
combination in great industries, ot winch
it seems as yet too early to speak au¬
thoritatively, have been in the main fa¬
vorable. Several lines of trade and many
staple prices show irregularity, but tnis
probably is no more pronounced than
usual at this season of tho year.
The feature of tho weeit in distributive

jobbing lines has been tho growth of
spring demand In the South ana ooutn-
west, retlc-cted in enlarged sales of dry
goods, boots and shoes, clothing and mil¬
linery. Better advices as to the outlook for
trade coming from the Northwest and
Pacific coast are no less encouraging.
Retail distribution of winter goods re-
llects the stimulus afforded by winter
weather, but large stocks probably still
carried arc probably responsible for the
slowness of collections to improve.

CEREALS DULL.
The cereals are dull and rather lower

on large Argentine shipments and largo
Northwest movement, the supporting tea-
ture being the good export inquiry, the
strength in sole-leather is a feature noted
at many markets. Shoe buyers afe in
full force at Boston, but sample orders
are numerous. Factories arc well kept
up on immediate delivery orders.
Lumber has lagged among building ma¬

terials, but is sunening m price as the
season of active operations approaches.
The textiles are rather quiet as to first
hands.
Cotton has weakened despite smaller

receipts, because of low trade reports from
good markets and advices of shading of
gray good.s. The bettter advices troni
the distributive trade may, however, help
tho situation. Demand for wool is only
to cover manufacturers' sales, and some

soft, spots are^ reported. Plain dress
woollens are in chief demand and men's
wear goods are slow of sale.

IRON AND STEEL.
Iron and steel have been rather quiet,

but steady and even ttrong as to price
with finished products, particularly struc¬
tural material, in active inquiry. Imme¬
diate demand for steel billets can only be
obtained at 50 cents to over the pool price.
Bessemer pig-iron is- strong, 35 to 50 cents
higher on the week. Sales of foundry
pig-iron to pipe manufacturers are liberai
at Chicago and St. Louis. Stocks are
claimed to be not accumulating at fur¬
nace.-; in the former district. Birmingham
reports the coai supply inadequate to de¬
mands of iron furnaces, which are reported
sokl two months ahead.
